Rudy Kling and Frank 
Haines Meet Death At 
Florida Meet 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec, 4—Two of 
the United States ace air racing 
pilots, Rudy Kling of Lemont, Ill, 
and Frank Haines of Detroit, 
were catapulted to death in their 
planes yesterday within split sec- 
onds of each other at the opening 
of the Miami air show. 


The double tragedy occurred a) 
ew moments after Jacqueline | 
Cochran tore in from New York 
with a new record of four hours, 12 
iainutes, 28 seconds for the 1,170- 
inile airline, 

Kling and Haines went out of 
control on the first turn of a 
small, closed race course and hit 
the ground at nearly 200 miles an 
hour ‘in full view of their wives 
and Kling’s small son. They died 
instantly. The bodies had to be 
sawed out of the wreckage. | 
The racing ships, in company 
with a half dozen others, had just 
left the ground in one of the fea- 
ture events. Spectators said neither 
pilot appeared to have his machine 

under complete control.

A CAUSE TO HELP 


As usual at this time of year, Edmonton 
house-holders are receiving through the mails 
packages of Christmas seals, in return for which 
they are invited to enclose in the return en- 
velopes such contributions as they may be able 
to make to the cost of the unending war against 
tuberculosis. This particular effort is carried 
on by the Kinsmen Club. The money goes to 
maintain a nursing service in the city, and to 
finance other undertakings for the comfort of 
those afflicted with the disease and to check its 
spread in the community. 

These packages of seals are sent out on trust. 
No specific sum is asked of the recipient. No 
collector calls to urge him to make a return 
contribution. How much he will give, and 
whether he will give anything, is left to his own 
judgment and sense of responsibility. 

That is evidence of a fine confidence in 
human nature. A confidence that is shown to be 
deserved by the steadily growing number of those 
who respond year after year and by correspond- 
ing growth in the amount of money sent in. To 
give to this cause is a privilege. And to give 
voluntarily, with no direct solicitation, adds 
something to the satisfaction of the donor. 


There can be no such thing as a truce in the 
fight against tuberculosis. There is no present 
prospect that the fight will ever end in the com- 
plete vanquishment of the enemy. The disease 
continues to fasten upon fresh victims with the 
passing days. Only incessant effort to cure the 
affected and prevent others falling into the grip 
of the scourge can keep it in check. 

The package of Christmas seals, left at the 
door by the mail man, is a challenge to the re- 
cipient to take a hand in helping to curb this 
relentless enemy, and to restore those who have 
been stricken by it.

THE POETRY OF BOMBING 

The latest successful Italian author is only 20, 
but he has reached heights of perception, of ap- 
preciation of beauty, that make most Anglo- 
Saxon writers look like insensitive clods. He 
writes of the “beauties” of a “sport” which we 
in other countries do not know very well—the 
sport of bombing Ethiopians. He tells of the 
“fun” he had during seven months of bombing, 
of the “beautiful effect” of incendiary bombs 
when dropped on a town, of the “lack of satisfac- 
tion” at the results on small huts. His name is 
Vittorio Mussolini. 

The purpose of the book, according to the 
author, is to have Italian youth learn what it 
feels like to be fighting a war from one who 
knows and is only 20 years old. It is to teach 
young Italians to appreciate the beauties of war, 
to be “above its sorrows.” 

The sickening part is that many young Fas- 
cists will read the book hungrily, squirming with 
envy that they were not Duce’s sons and able to 
pull bomb release triggers high above Ethiopian 
villages. Their training, for the past 15 years, has 
been carefully calculated to make them appre- 
ciate, yearn for the aesthetic delights of war. 
Young Vittorio must have had the purest Fascist 
upbringing in the world, and he is a prime ex- 
ample of how an Italian boy is expected to think 
by the time he is 20. 

His writings will make lips curl in other 
countries such as Canada. But the book is much 
more than the expression of one bent young 
mind. It is one of the most frightening things 
that has come out of Italy in some time. It 
shows what can be done with young minds when 
they go into the propaganda machine almost be- 
fore they leave babyhood. Vittorio expresses far 
more than any feeling of loyalty to Italy. He 
speaks with pure joy of war and killing. And 
he must speak for a generation of staunch 
young Fascists.—Montreal Star. 


FAITH IN THE WEST

It is unfortunate that recent drouth years in 
Western Canada have coincided with a period 
during which the price of wheat and other grains 
has been very low. Partly owing to a temporary 
surplus produced by unusual world crops im- 
mediately before 1929, partly from a false alarm 
created over alleged world overproduction of 
wheat, partly as the consequence of excessive 
nationalistic policies in normal grain-importing 
countries, and partly as part of a general break in 
all commodity prices some years ago, there has 
existed a condition in Western Canada in which 
crops which were unusually small have had to be 
sold at unusually low unit prices. Though it is 
not my intention to make any forecast on the 
course of wheat prices, I may point out that much 
of that economic suffering in Western Canada 
which is charged to drouth has resulted from ex- 
ceptionally low wheat prices. This year, owing to 
the unusual distribution of the rain-fall, two large 
sections of the Prairie Provinces have produced 
ample yields per acre and, with the present prices 
for wheat, the farmers of these areas are in receipt 
of entirely satisfactory incomes. 

A survey of Western Canada has just brought 
out the fact that the rural population is actually 
increasing; this at a time when the greatest pes- 
simism concerning its future has existed in other 
quarters. The picturé of Western Canada as a 
desert inhibited by unfortunate and broken- 
hearted paupers is the greatest travesty possible. 
It is, in fact, a community of courageous men and 
women, which has suflered serious economic dif- 
ficulties, but in which most of the people still 
maintain a convinced faith in their destiny. 

I have previously mentioned that an increas- 
ing number of the farmers were actually born in 
Western Canada. These enterprising and prog- 
ressive people have a deep-rooted faith in the 
country which is their home, and I have no hesita- 
tion whatever in saying that the great majority of 
them will resent very deeply the campaign of 
propaganda carried on to prove that they are 
unfortunate sufferers whose lot can be alleviated 
only by moving them away from their homes. 


SUGGESTION FOR CURBING JAPAN 
By JOHN E. ORCHARD, in Columbia 
Independent Journal 

To gain support at home and sympathy 
abroad, the army leaders have seized upon the 
Japanese antipathy to communism that sees a 
dangerous threat to the nation in every school- 
boy social science club and in every workers’ ore 
ganization. They have declared that the Jap- 
anese army has embarked upon a crusade to 
save China from communism, and this declara- 
tion is being broadcast by the Japanese Am- 
bassador and other apologists in the United 
States. Red-baiting is a trick resorted to so 
frequently in American polities that such an 
argument should not be taken seriously. Com- 
munist principles are quite alien to Chinese 
ideology, and most students of the Far East are 
of the opinion that there is little chance of their 
general acceptance, 

Furthermore, the Chinese Government was 
solving its own internal problems without the 
aid of Japan. Communist forces had been 
liquidated or driven to northwestern China, and 
there was every prospect that as the power of 
the Nanking Government increased any danger 
of a rise of communism would disappear. The 
present alliance of the former Communist army 
and the Central Government, cited by Japan as 
evidence of a trend toward communism, is 
clearly an effort to present an united front to a 
common foe. If the red bogey is taken seriously 
in the West, it should be understood that the 
shortest road to communism in China would be 
reached through the civil chaos that would fol- 
low the destruction of the Nanking Government 
and all of its work of national rebuilding. 

It has been pointed out repeatedly that Hitler 
and Mussolini are the product of economic 
poverty, dnd that they would be impossible in 
nations assured of free access to raw materials 
and markets and of unhampered economic 
development. Similarly, the Japanese militar- 
ists are making use of the weakness of the 
economic position of Japan. Simply stated, the 
economic difficulties of Japan rest upon a dense 
population and a poverty of natural resources 
within the boundaries of the empire. To pro- 
vide economic opportunity for the rapidly in- 
creasing numbers, the one outlet would seem 
to be the further industrialization of Japan, 

One obvious solution of the Japanese dilem- 
ma would seem to be the stabilization of the 
population as the populations of France, the 
netherlands and Belgium have been stabilized, 
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Your Health

With the increasing prevalence of gum dis- 
orders, considerable interest has been awakened 
in the study of what helps the gum to stay nor- 
mal and healthy. Such symptoms as bleeding 
gums, spongy gums, swollen gums, gums so con- 
gested with blood that they appear a deep red or 
even bluish in color, receding gums—have all 
been studied, and especially in relation to diet. 

Some of the most outstanding of these studies 
were made by Dr. Theodore Hanke, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who reports that certain 
dietetic instructions, when carefully followed, 
seem to have a marked power in helping sick 
gums to return to normal health. Usually the diet 
instructions alone are not sufficient to overcome 
all of the trouble, and often the help of the 
dentist is necessary. However, it was definitely 
found that many cases of gum inflammation due 
to various causes, were actually helped by the 
use of a diet rich in vitamins; and especially by 
a diet containing plenty of vitamin C. 


Patients placed upon these diet schedules are 
told to use plenty of green vegetables, to use up 
to one pint of orange juice a day, to use a moder- 
ate amount of meat, to use eggs daily or four 
times a week, and to use fruits. They are told 
to avoid candy, pastries, white bread, and other 
starches; at least until the gums begin to come 
back to normal. 


In other words, the modern point of view is 
that gums become sick largely because of con- 
stitutional causes and no so much because of 
purely local causes arising in the mouth itself. 

It has been Known for some time that a de- 
ficiency of vitamin C in the diet tends to pro- 
duce sponginess, bleeding, and swelling of the 
gums. Later research has shown that receding 
gums and gingivitis are encouraged by a lack of 
vitamin B2 (or G). The orange juice prescribed 
in Dr. Hanke’s diet is added in an attempt to 
supply plenty of vitamin C. However, some 
dentists are allowing the patient to choose to- 
mato juice instead, when this is desired. Vitamin 
B2 or G, is found in such foods as prunes, turnip 
tops, spinach, cabbage, eggs and liver, It is also 
found in beef. 

In questioning a patient the other day in 
my practice, I inquired if she had ever been 
placed on a diet by a doctor and she answered 
that no doctor had ever told her to change her 
diet, but that a dentist who once treated her 
gums for pyorrhea had put her on a diet, ex- 
plaining that he could not hope to cure the 
mouth condition unless she ate correctly. I 
mention this to show how quick dentists have 
been in grasping the help of an improved diet in 
treating their patients with gum disorders. 
While not all gum disorders are helped by the 
dietetic regimen, so many have been found to 
respond that it is considered a good thing to try. 
Simultaneously the gums are treated with 
various medicines, teeth are cleaned and scaled 
as necessary, and good mouth hygiene is 
established. This combination seems to be the 
best in producing the most marked results, 

If your gums have not yet begun to show 
signs of sickness, I suggest that you keep them 
healthy by making sure that you obtain plenty of 
vitamin C and vitamin B2 in your diet. Eat eggs, 
beef, green vegetables, raw salads, and prunes, 
and get your vitamin C by using orange juice, 
grapefruit juice or tomato juice. Exercise your 
gums by chewing on hard, fibrous foods, and 
help your gums to stay healthy. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: L. F. wants to know: “Whenever 
I take plain milk it seems to disagree with me 
but when I add a little lemon juice or take the 
lemon juice just before using the milk, I digest it 
perfectly. Also, I can take the milk O.K. if I eat 
gelatin along with it. Why? I am using the milk 
to build up my weight and have gained three 
pounds, so am much encouraged. 

ANSWER: The addition of gelatin will so 
prepare the milk that it is more easily digested, 
and the lemon juice breaks the milk into small 
curds which the digestive juices can penetrate 
more readily. Sometimes, when the milk seems 
to disagree, this is because the patient dislikes 
the flavor and anything which disguises the 
flavor will remove the difficulty. 

QUESTION: “Reader” wants to know: “Can 
you provide me with a complete list giving the 
names of all the fruits and telling how much 
sugar is contained in each one?” 

ANSWER: Such a list would be too long to 
publish in this column. The sugar content varies 
considerably not only in the different varieties 
of fruit, but also in the same variety with 
samples raised in different localities. For ex- 
ample, a peach raised in California would prob- 
ably have a different sugar content than a peach 
raised in Arkansas. The dried fruits contain the 
largest amounts of sugar. The easiest way for 
you to obtain this material would be to go to 
your library and ask for a book on diet which 
lists the composition of common foods. 


Japan, however, has been unwilling to accept 
an international position measured by her own 
limited resources.

The powers could 
go further and restate the Stimson non-recogni- 
tion doctrine to include a refusal to permit the 
granting of any credits for the development of 
any territory acquired by force. 

Such a policy has the stragetic advantage of 
striking at Japan's most serious weakness, a 
vulnerable financial structure.

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FEW days before Christmas a young 
woman in Carmel threw a cloak over 
her night dress, and in blue slippered 
feet took a starlit trail down to the beach, 

Being Carmel, the only thing 1 
marked upon was her failure to return. 
In a community which is so highly sen- 
sitized to the beauty of the night, noc- 
turnal rambles are not uncommon. But 
when Mrs. Erwood's absence continued 
throughout the whole night and the fol- 
lowing morning, the idea of an inspirational sortie was 
dismissed, and an uneasy feeling prevailed that kidnap- 
ers were operating in Carmel. Her family’s anxiety was 
communicated to the Chief of Police, and every known 
means of search was immediately called upon. 

The commanding officer of the Montery Presidio, 
with his usual ready courtesy, ordered out the Eleventh 
Cavalry to comb the sand dunes and adjacent forests. 
Piatoons of mounted men rode down to the slate gray 
sea, cold and forbidding, and there broke into isolated 
units to cover beach, dunes and pine woods. A glass- 
bottomed boat from Pacific Grove cruised over the shal- 
low inshore waters, and a low-flying plane was also 
brought into service

William J. Green, secretary of 


| the Canadian Gideons (Christian, 


Commercial Men's Association) | 
with headquarters at Toronto, is, 
visiting Edmonton over the week- | 
end for the purpose of establish- 
ing a local organization or “camp” | 
here. He wil) address the congre- | 
gation at McDougal! United church | 
Sunday morning and will also 
speak at other meetings before he 
leaves the city Tuesday. | 

Formerly general secretary of 
the Edmonton Y.M.C.A., a position | 
he held from 1914 to 1922, Mr. 
Green was appointed secretary of 
the Candian Gideons in 1924. 


Commenting on the work of this| 
organization, Mr. Green stated 
Friday that the Canadian Gideons 


| had been formed in Canada in 


1911, the main branch of their 
work being the distribution of 
bibles in hotels, hospitals and 


| prisons in all parts of Canada. In 


addition to this, the Gideons dur- 
ing the past two years have co- 
operated with schools in provid- 
ing bibles for needy children fox 
use in religious exercises. 

The organization has distributed 
120,000 bibles to date. Last year 
they were distributed all the way 
from the Anglican hospital at 


Aklavik to Georgetown, British 
Guiana, South America. Five 
thousand bibles in the English 


language were also sent to India 
as wel] as hundreds in the various 
vernaculars of that country. 


MANY LANGUAGES 

Canadian Gideons were also re- 
sponsible for placing bibles in ho- 
tels in Jerusalem and in the Y. M 
C. A. in the Holy City. These were 
printed in Arabic, Turkish, He- 
brew, English, Italian, German, 
Spanish and French. 

Jerusalem had the finest Y. M 
C. A. building in the world, cost 
of the structure being approxi- 
mately $1,500,000, Mr. Green said 

He will leave Eedmonton Tues- 
day for Calgary, Saskatoon and 
Regina. He has just returned 
from a visit to Vancouver and 
Victoria, the first since 1931.

men Club nurse nine years ago, ls 
battling against great odds in her 
right to bring victims back to 
health and protect those who have 
come in contact with the disease. 

In her spare moments she 
makes out her reports. She ex- 
plains that a visit to a person 
suffering from tuberculosis covers 
the patient, home conditions and 
contacts. One of her most diffi- 
cult tasks is to teach the patient 
habits of health—a task made 
easier if he or she is an ex-sani- 
tarium case, and thus well train- 
ed in the care of themselves and 
of those who may come in con- 
tact with them. 

In repeated visits to a_ patient, 
Nurse Davidson stresses routine 
care—hours of sleep, necessity for 


visitors and diet. 


CARE OF PATIENT 

“It should be understood that all 
this cannot be covered at a first 
visit," Nurse Davidson explains. 
“The most important—the actual 
care of the patient and the protec- 
tion of contacts, are covered first. 
At subsequent visits (weekly to 
begin with) other aspects are cov- 
ered, with repeated emphasis at 
each visit on the most important 
points already covered. Those may 
have to be repeated again and 
again before they become habit. 

“It is not necessary to emphasize 
the fact that the majority of peopie, 
rich or poor, are not educated in 
the prevention of disease.” 


CONTACT CASES 

Dealing with “contact” cases, she 
reports: “At the first visit the num- 
ber and ages of all contacts are 
taken as routine. Arrangements are 
made for the tuberculin test; if the 
test is “positive,” examination and 
X-ray follows.

India’s New 
Stamps Are 
| Now On Sale 


| 
| India's new George VI postage 
stamps illustrating different meth- 
ods of carrying the mails in this 
country have recently been approv- 
ed for sale. The two anna stamp 
(22d) is scarlet and shows a dak 
(mail) runner carrying a spear with 
a bag of mail slung over his 
shoulder running across a typical 
Indian countryside. This is the 
earliest form of mail transport, and 
is still found necessary in serving 
post offices in the more remote 
| parts of India, the actual number 
of such men in service at the end 
| of 1934-35 being about 11,000. A 
runner carrying letter-mail covers 
between 10 and 12 miles a day, 
while one carrying parcels runs be- 
tween 12 and 14 miles a day, This 
distance includes the return jour- 
ney. If post offices are fifty miles 
| apart, there would thus be a line of 
10 runners to cover the distance 
with letter mail. The use of bells 


on the runners’ spear origincted 
many centuries ago, when the) 
were invented in order to give 


warning of approach so that the 
other runner might be ready and 
no time lost 

The 2'2 anna stamp is a beautiful 
| violet color, and shows two bullocks 
drawing a typical dak bullock cart 
| Up to a few years ago, these wer: 
quite a familiar sight in the out- 
1 g districts, but only a few now 
remain in service. In 1845 this forn 
of conveyance was the height o 
modernity in India, At thet time 
mails from Calcutta to Delhi were 
unlocded at Allahabad from th 
river steamers and from there the; 
were carried by relays of bullock 
| carts travelling day and night, thu: 
saving considerable time This led to 
the establishment of other govern- 
ment bullock trains as they were 
called, but they were gradually re- 
placed by railways. 

The three-anna stamp shows in 
an attractive light green color a 
two-horse dak tonga. Most of the 
more famous tonga posts, such as 
the Kalka-Simla which flourished 
up till a few years before the War 
have now disappeared but there 
are still some in service in differ- 
ent parts of India. 

This camel carrying dak (mail) 
across arid country is represented 
on the three-anna stamp. Its color 
is a warm oriental blue, Large 
numbers of camels for the carriage 
of mail are still found tobe in- 
valuable in such desert districts as 
Baluchistan, Sind and Rajputana 
and are capable of covering very 
long distances, The first mention of 
the establishment of a camel dak 
by the Indian Post Office was in 


1857, when the Chief Commissioner | 


of the Punjab instituted one be- 
tween Bhawalpore and Ferozepore 

With the four-anna stamp we 
come up to modern times, for it 
shows in a soft brown color a pic- 
ture of the Imperial Indian mail 
train travelling at full speed. Tur- 
quoise blue is the color of the six- 
anna stamp, which shows one of 
the P. and O. mail steamers. Before 
the Suez Cana! was opened mails 
took six months to reach India 
from London. With the develop- 
ment of aviation even the steam 
ship is now becoming to be regard- 
ed as slow 

The eight-anna stamp js a bright 
indigo showing a typical méij! lorry 
piled high with mail bags. It wa: 
only about 1910 that the post office 
began to use lorries to any extent 
They are now speeding up de- 
liveries in all kinds of ways and 
have become an inv<luable part of 
post office equipment. 

Lest but not least is the latest 
development in the carriage of 
mails, by airplane. The color of the 
twelve-anna stamp is warm maroon 
showing an airplane in flight ove: 
hilly country. The type of machine 
shown is the Armstrong-Whitworth 
“Ensign,” which is to be used for 
the accelerated land plane service 
between England and Calcutta at 
the beginning of next year. The car- 
riage of mails by air to India only 
began eight years ago, and yet we
